Internal Rev enue 
Chief Harrington 
Has Conference 
With Raid Director 


WASHINGTON 
—Commission 
er of Internal Revenue Russell C 
Harrington said today that the na 
tional tax crackdown on the Com 
munist party and its newspaper 
“is being handled precisely as any 
other 
similar 
taxpayer 
matter 
would be handled.” 
Harrington made the statement 
after conferring here with Donald 
R. Moysey, the New York region 
al tax chief who, according to 
informed officials, organized and 
carried out the padlocking of a 
number of party headquarters and 
the New York plant of the news 
paper Daily Worker without pre­ 
vious coordination with Washing 
ton. The properties were seized to 
satisfy federal tax claims. 
Harrington said in his brief of­ 
ficial statement, which he refused 
to elaborate, that Moysey “came 
down from New York this morn­ 
ing to fill ipe in on the details of 
the seizures of Communist proper­ 
ties in several cities, which took 
place yesterday.” 
For hours after the raids yes­ 
terday Harrington was unable to 
explaint hem. Eventually, it was 
ceived the idea himself. 
Formerly an auditor in the serv­ 
ice’s 
Washington office 
Moysey 
was named director here last Feb. 
7. 
In sudden raids yesterday, in­ 
ternal 
revenue 
agents 
snapped 
padlocks on the newspaper and 
Communist party offices in five 
cities. The government said the 
party owed 
$389 ,265 in income 
taxes for 1951 and the Daily Work­ 
er $46,049 for 1951, 52 and 53. 
The party took the position that 
it was tax exempt. The Daily 
Worker claimed the government 
move was an effort to force the 
paper to disclose names of its fi­ 
nancial backers. 
Though its editorial offices were 
locked, the Worker was able to 
roll an estimated 14,000 copies off 
the 
pr e s s e s 
today 
because 
the paper’s typesetting and press 
work are handled by a private 
firm. 
“Our Office Seized — Here We 
Are,” read the paper’s headline. 
The government crackdown also 
hit the worker’s regional office in 
Chicago, and party headquarters 
here and 
in 
Philadelphia, 
San 
Francisco, and Los Angeles, 
Communist centers in Newark, 
N.J., and Detroit were also tabbed 
for seizure if their assets had any 
r e s a l e value. They were not 
raided. 
The 
swift 
raids 
caught 
Red 
leaders by surprise. They quickly 
protested them as “outrageous . . . 
Gestapo-like . . . lawless . . . in­ 
famous,” 
Alan Max, managing editor of 
the Daily Worker, said the Treas­ 
ury action was “an outrageous at­ 
tack on the 
f r e e d om of the 
press,” 
Eugene Dennis, general secre­ 
tary of the U. S. Communi.st party, 
sent a telegram to President Ei­ 
senhower saying the raids were a 
“lawless attempt to muzzle politi­ 
cal opponents by police force.”

Several thousand dollar* in dam­ 
age resulted to the Eastview Bar­ 
becue on East Highway 50 near 
the city limits bout 9 p.m. Tues­ 
day when fire nearly gutted the 
structure. 
The fire is believed to have 
originated from a short in defec­ 
tive wiring under a stairwa-y. 
A passing motorist was attract­ 
ed to the place, as be was driving 
by, by smoke drifting across the 
highway. He saw the smoke com­ 
ing from around windows 
and 
went to a phone to call the fire 
companies. 
The business was closed Tues­ 
day night, a usual custom oi clos­ 
ing one night each week, it was 
reported. No one was arwind the 
building at the time ttie fire was 
discovered. 
The 
two 
fire companies 
an­ 
swered the call. It being in a 
location recently annexed by the 
city and there being no fire hy­ 
drants in the area, the fire truck 
with a 500-gallon tank oi water 
was dispatched to the scene. 
Firemen using two booster lines 
broke in the rear door and rear 
windows to try and reach the 
blaze. The line from the tank 
truck was taken into the base­ 
ment and the fire was “knocked 
down” by water from this line. 
Other firemen working in through 
the windows succeeded in hitting 
the blaze as it was eating its 
way up a stairs. 
The fire floor which had a back- 
bar, booths, and tables a» nd chairs 
was charred from the intense heat 
and hot smoke. The upstairs was 
badly damaged from the intense 
heat and smoke. A little fire did 
reach the top area but wa« quickly 
extinguished. 
No damage resulted in the base­ 
ment, although the fire started 
in the stairway leading down into 
the basement from the first floor. 
Quick and efficient work on the 
part of the firemen saved the 
entire building from being de­ 
stroyed. 
The building is owned by Mrs. 
Thomas Herrick who leases it to 
the Sinclair Oil Ck)., which in turn 
has it sub-leased to Paul Sparks, 
who has been operating it. 
Fire department officials esti­ 
mated the damages to the build­ 
ing at $4,000 and to the contents 
$3,500,

seem 
greatest. The other wanted the full 
request to be met. 
Corrections Director James D. 
Carter had asked for $13 million 
for 
a medium 
.security prison. 
'The committee cut that to $10 mil­ 
lion. 
Rep. Loyd J. Estep (R) of Chris­ 
tian County tried to wipe out the 
medium security facility. He said 
the present main penitentiary here 
should be reinforced and repaired 
but the rest of the $75 million 
bond issue should be spent to en­ 
large and improve state mental 
hospitals and the universities and 
colleges. 
'Two of Estep’s brothers 
are 
guards at the penitentiary. He said 
their jobs “have nothing to do with 
this” proposal. 
Eighteen members of the House 
got into the hour and a half argu­ 
ment 
before Estep’s plan was 
defeated on a 32-9 2 vote. 
Then Rep. Thomas D. Graham 
(D) of Cole County suggeste<l a 
compromise between the amount

requested 
and

amount the committee agreed on 
Monday. Give the prison a lump 
sum of $18 million, he said, and

porter he thought that Hoover’s 
reference was to trade between 
the British crown colony of Hong 
Kong and Red China. He said he 
presumed other senators had the 
same impression and that is why 
the subject was not pursued Mon­ 
day, but he believed the point 
should be clarified now. 
“The subcommittee will want to 
know what kind of trade It is,” 
McClellan said, adding that this 
includes the question of whether 
materials especially necessary for 
war are involved. 
Tomorrow’s ses.slon may mark 
a windup of the subcommittee's 
efforts to pinpoint publicly the ex­ 
tent of a 1954 international agree­ 
ment in which this country con­ 
curred.

Dr. Fred McKinney , of the p sy ­ 
chology dep artment of the Univ er- 
» ity of Missouri, Columbia, was the 
sp eaker at Sorosis Monday after- 
nooB at Heard Memorial Club 
House. Dr. McKinney asked the 
que.stion, “What about thinking of 
ourselv es? Do we do it calmly and 
cooly ?” He p ointed out that busi­ 
ness men ex p ect to find liabilities 
as well as assets in their business 
but p eop le don’t look frankly at 
themselv es. 
So how do we look at ourselv es? 
Do w# run away or p ut on a front? 
We want to be p erfect. Dr. McKin­ 
ney told the group . With children, 
he said, the child does not know 
and often the p arents don’t see the 
child as he is, but the teacher is 
more ap t to see his qualities, 
whether they are good or bad. The 
teacher will see the p hy sical qual­ 
ities, health, weight, handicap s; 
the social qualities, 
leadership , 
friendliness, or whether he stay s 
in the background: character; ap ­ 
titudes; motiv ation, whether he 
will follow through a ta.sk; inter­ 
ests, hobbies, work, school; and 
his attitude toward himself. She 
will see his assets, but she will 
also tee certain liabilities. Some­ 
times a y oungster is torn in two 
directions, it may be between what 
he wants to do and the lov e of hi.s 
p arents and desire to do what they 
want. Peop le with the greate.st 
handicap s, Dr. McKinney said, do 
better than others. They can’t run 
away from it so they face it and 
then use other av enues of growth. 
Nothing, 
said 
Dr. 
McKinney , 
help s more than being .successful. 
The athlete doesn’t care as much 
about getting top grades as those 
who aren’t athletes; on the other 
hand those who get good grades 
don’t care about being an athlete. 
They are content because they are 
successful in the thing they are 
interested in. Now, Dr. McKinney 
continued, teachers are looking for 
some area to watch the child 
grow. A child must hav e accep t­ 
ance and lo v e and he must be ae 
eep ted as be is. 
An animal, said Dr. McKinney , 
laama o nly when it is awarded, 
and the same is true with a child. 
Praise is to o often not giv en 
eno ugh in homes. He went on to 
aay that the o rdinary man is hap p y 
when he co mes home to his family 
where he is accep ted and lov ed. 
Dr. McKinney who puts o n 
telev isio n pro gram, “Not in Our 
itars” at the Univ ersity o f Mis- 
•o uri, stated there had been a great 
rev o lutio n in Uia baMts o f the 
pie in the eight y ears o f telev isio n. 
No thing has ev er gro wn so fast, 
he said, and It is a great educa­ 
tio nal po tential. It is ax pensiv a, 
and ha finds that there is abo ut 
10 to IS ho urs a week that is wo rth 
kwkiBg at. 
When asked if the murder and

dust shrouded a six-state area o t 
the prairie West today along an

But 
there was little letup in the f« -o- 
ciouf winds that b attered Kansas, 
Oklahoma and north Texas. 
Sev eral eastern Colorado towns 
reported wind gusts to 85 m.p.h. 
Gusts were clocked at 75 m.p.h. 
at Cheyenne, and at 54 m.p.h. in 
Denv er.

Colorado highway patrol 
closed U.S. 40-287 and U.S. 24 b e­ 
tween Limon and the Kansas Hb r- 
der for more than eight hours.

As the winds receded at dark 
yesterday, all roads in Colorado 
were reported open.
